Systems and Civic Spirit 

Only a few months ago Mr. Grant Lorraine told a 
Sierra Madre audience how they did things in Alhambra, 
where he was at the time city manager. Everybody knew 
Alhambra was growing faster than almost any other place 
on the map. It all sounded fine. 

Sierra Madre people had been somewhat divided over 
one or two little things and here seemed to be the way 
out of all their troubles. There were resolutions and com¬ 
mittees, all designed to hasten the millennial state of 
city managership for Sierra Madre. Then our cars would 
roll over our city streets like a billiard ball over the green 
felt; out water meters would never run too fast and our 
gardens would never thirst; we would have a sewer sys¬ 
tem, a city hall and no more shacks. Not that Mr. Lorraine 
nor anybody else definitely promised svlch things, but it 
was just a group psyched into the state of the man who 
thinks his neighbor is so much better off than he. Like¬ 
wise, the other fellow's troubles were unknown. 

Now Alhambra has been enjoying a recall election spasm 
with all the accompanying thrills. One of the slogans was: 
“Who spends the city money—the city commissioners or 
the city manager?” Bond propositions for various impor¬ 
tant city improvements were killed. Mr. Lorraine’s res¬ 
ignation was put in the hands of the commissioner’s. 

Without knowing a thing of the merits of the case, 
it merely goes to show that no system of government is 
a cure-all. Mr. Lorraine is a fine man. The commissioners 
are as good as the average of public officials, maybe bet¬ 
ter. Alhambra is a fine city, still growing, still enjoying 
bumpy streets, still making improvements and still finding 
things to fight about. • 

Sierra Madre had an election recently. There were 
some differences of opinion and some changes. The city 
goes on much the same. Our improvements are going 
forward, not all at once but with reasonable speed. No¬ 
body appears particularly unhappy. In fact there is a fine 
spirit of optimism, even though we have our old form of 
government and the committee on city managership is for¬ 
gotten. It is not the form of government, but the spirit 
that animates our civic affairs that counts.

pulp which bleaches easily and is of 
an excellent quality for every use to 
which paper pulp can be put. 

This discovery is of of especial 
i importance to California, as we shall 
l presently show. 

Turning to the first volume of 
Prof. Bailey’s Cyclopedia of Horti¬ 
culture, we find that this tree, Ail- 
: anthus Glandulosa, a native of China, 
is a rapid grower and as hardy as 
I the common acacias and eucalyptus. 

; Bailey mentions several other species 
j more ornamental than this one and 
therefore better for street trees, but 
I we recommend none of them for use 
in California towns, because of the 
very characteristic that helps their 
value as paper material—their ten¬ 
dency to sucker sprout. 

Long Life 

The first ailanthus tree grown in 
California was started from seed 
which Colonel Warren of the Califor¬ 
nia Farmer obtained from China in 
1854 or 1855. The tree was planted 
near a cabin in Mariposa county. In 
1906, when seen by the writer, it 
| was 70 feet high, had a trunk diam- 
I eter of three feet and was surround¬ 
ed by some hundreds of young trees, 
suckers and self-grown seedlings. 

The second tree studied by me 
1 grew on an old farm on the Alameda 
] creek, and had been planted about 
j 1860. When cut, the trunk was about 
j 18 inches through. The heart wood 
I was beautiful in color and grain, ca¬ 
pable of high polish. It made ex¬ 
cellent firewood—the only use its 
owner knew of for his “Tree of 
Heaven.” I understand he has been 
trying vainly ever since to get rid of 
the suckers that keep coming up 
near the site of the old tree. 

On Waste Land 

Now here is an exotic tree hither¬ 
to neglected, and of great paper¬ 
making value. It takes possession 
of waste land without any great ex¬ 
pense. Suppose that our farmers 
made it their “wood-lot tree”; sup¬ 
pose they went much farther, and 
were at last able to invite paper- 
making companies to start mills out 
here under guarantee that the sup¬ 
ply would be forthcoming. It is not 
in the least a Utopian dream that 
thus, if we choose, we could per¬ 
manently establish half a dozen new 
centers of industry, all the way from 
the upper Sacramento to Mexico, and 
in the coast range valleys. Not this 
year, nor probably for twenty years, 
for we must first grow the trees.
